Lid Clamped 


On School Fight 


Rules Committee 
Rejects Inquiry 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A lid 
has been clam ped, at least tem ­ 
porarily, on a potentially explo­ 
sive congressional fight over the 
federal 
governm ent’s 
role 
in 
school desegregation. 
By a narrow 8-7 m argin, the 
H ouse 
R ules 
Com m ittee 
has 
sidetracked an attem pt by c rit­ 
ics of the present federal d e­ 
segregation effort to open the 
su b ject to exhaustive inquiry. 
B ut before it got the lid back 
on 
T hursday, 
the 
com m ittee 
brought to light a deep and bit­ 
te r division in the House th at 
im perils any education legisla­ 
tion in the n e a r future. 
The split is centered in the 
E ducation and L abor C om m it­ 
tee, w here Oregon Rep. E dith 
G reen, the panel’s second ran k ­ 
ing D em ocrat, has long been a t 
odds with m ost of h e r fellow 
D em ocrats. 
It w as h er resolution calling 
for the creation of a special 
com m ittee to conduct the inves­ 
tigation on w'hich the rules com ­ 
m ittee had to act. 
Once the darling of the educa­ 
tion 
lobby, 
Mrs. 
G reen 
has 
grow n 
increasingly critical of 
governm ent 
education 
pro­ 
g ram s and now finds m ost of 
h e r support am ong Republicans 
and Southern D em ocrats. 
T ired of being outvoted in her 
own com m ittee, she sought to 
have a new one created th a t 
would be m ore responsive to her 
views. 
M ast'of the D em ocrats on the 
E ducation and L abor C om m it­ 
tee appeared before the Rules 
C om m ittee to oppose her resolu­ 
tion on the grounds it w as un­ 
necessary o r would create ju r­ 
isdictional problem s.

At Mount Holyoke College 
in South Hadley, M ass., about 
150 black students barricaded 
them selves today in seven ca m ­ 
pus buildings.

York in Buffalo was invaded 
T hursday night by students and 
there was som e dam age rep o rt­ 
ed.

m ents because he viewed it as 
inflationary. Nixon objected to 
the addition of $1.3 billion over

The House approved the sec­ 
ond spending m easure last w eek 
after turning down a GOP pro­ 
posal to give Nixon power to 
m ake cuts totaling 2.5 per cent.

tem . Most of the m oney would 
com e from new cargo and pas­ 
senger taxes. 
Responding to the 77-0 vote 
T hursday S ecretary of T ra n s­ 
portation John A. 
Volpe said 
hours and a day to be rem e m ­ 
bered by the A m erican trav e l­ 
ing public.’ ’ 
The m easure now goes to a 
joint conference with the House 
for ironing out differences w ith 
a bill passed by th a t body last 
year. 
The m oney will go into a tru st 
fund w here it will be available 
to states and localities on a 50-50 
m atching fund basis. 
A m inim um of $5.5 billion of 
the $15.6 billion is earm ark ed 
for construction with at least 
another $4 billion for traffic con­ 
trol. Supporters of the program 
say they are sure all the m oney 
will be used by the tim e the p ro­ 
gram expires in 1980.

But the cuts 
appear necessary for a 1971 fis­ 
cal budget surplus, an impor­ 
tant segment of the administra­ 
tion’s anti-inflation game plan. 
While Nixon was outlining his 
economy program, the Labor 
Department reported the rise in 
wholesale prices tapered off this 
month, while the Commerce De­ 
partment said its monthly index 
of leading indicators—designed 
to foreshadow broad economic 
trends—declined 1.8 per cent in 
January, its steepest drop since 
1957.

For years, I recall 
that my mother used the wold 
as her personal diagnosis of 
every family disease. 
Mr. R.H., Wyoming 
Dear Mr. H.: There are many 
such words which have been 
handed down from generation 
to generation. Catarrh is one. 
Postnasal drip is another and 
is one that is promiscuously 
used to describe almost any 
sensation in the throat. 
The liver has, to many people 
in many geographic areas, a 
special mystic quality. Anyone 
who has ever spent a great deal 
of time in France will attest 
to the frequency with which 
they have been told that they 
had a bilious liver ailment, even 
if the complaint were an or­ 
dinary sore throat. 
“ Biliousness” does pretty well 
in England as an explanation 
of a variety of ills, actually. 
it may be a symptom caused 
by 
excess 
bile 
or 
some 
disturbance 
of 
normal 
liver 
function. Frankly, I don’t know 
what it means because it is too 
vague a term. 
Many

feet on single family housing by 
deterring the buying decision.” 
Land costs are forcing a move 
to what is called Planned Unit 
Development 
(PUD) 
because 
not only does an increase make 
the price of the lot higher, it 
| also forces up building costs. 
Let’s say that a year ago you 
found a new $18,000 house on a 
$6,000 lot -total cost. $24,000. To­ 
day. an identical lot across the 
street is worth $8,000. Since the 
land has increased $2,000, that 
means you’d have to pay $26,000 
for that lot and the house on it, 
right? 
* 
Wrong. 
You’d have to pa' $32 O O. be­ 
cause the builder had to erect a 
more expensive house yielding 
more profit to justify tying up 
funds on the costlier lot. 
“If I had $5,000 lots, I could 
build for $li;,000 to $20,000 and 
sell all day long.” said Ben 
Deane, a major builder in New­ 
port Beach, Calif. But because 
the total sale price should be 
four times the land price, said 
Deane, the size house put on the 
lot must increase as the lot 
price goes up. 
Now he pays about $30,000 for 
an acre of suburban land on 
which he’ll build four houses. 
William T. Leonard, executive 
vice president of the Associated 
Home Builders of the Grater 
East Bay, said the “shining 
light” in housing will be town­ 
houses built IO to 14 units to an 
acre. He said 14,000 units await 
Federal Housing Administration 
approval in the greater San 
Francisco area—half to sell for 
less than $20,000 each. 
Townhouse and other cluster 
developments located in single 
family residential areas usually 
require special zoning. Since the 
development plans normally in­ 
clude open space and perhaps 
other amenities for the commu­ 
nity, they have been tagged 
Planned 
Unit 
Developments. 
They can range in size from 
seven townhouses to the planned 
city of Columbia, Md. 
Ten years ago, only 80 cities 
allowed planned unit develop­ 
ment in areas zoned for one- 
family residences. Now, accord­ 
ing to an Urban Land Institute 
study, two-thirds of the nation’s 
larger cities provide for PUD. 
But duster development is by 
no means greeted with open 
arms everywhere. 
In Chicago, Builders’ Associa­ 
tion spokesman ftobert Widdi- 
combe said “ Many smaller, old­ 
er communities have grown ul­ 
tra conservative and used zon­ 
ing and code restrictions to keep 
out low income housing and pro­ 
tect the single families.” 
In northern Illinois communi­ 
ties like Barrington and Long 
Grove, he said, fiv<e-acre zoning 
keeps out housing for all but the 
wealthy. 
Alfred Perry, director of the 
Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban 
Development’s Operation 
Breakthrough, which seeks to 
boost housing output through in­ 
dustrialization, predicts fierce 
emotional battles about density. 
Perry said “we have been lax 
in the way land is used. Some 
old sideyards and setbacks need 
to be reviewed. Why should a 
house have to be set back 20 
feet? Why must there be a side- 
yard? Maybe some 
of these 
aren’t valid.” 


Public attitudes could also in­ 
fluence the acceptance of facto­ 
ry-produced housing. 
“The word prefab must 
be 
overcome simply because of 
negative public reaction,” said 
T. H. Carter, executive director 
of the International Conference 
of Building Officials. 
Prof. Robert D. Katz of the 
University of Illinois, a former 
federal housing consultant, said 
one problem in marketing in­ 
dustrialized housing is whether 
to appeal first to low income or 
middle income families. 
Katz fears if factory housing 
is marketed first to lower in­ 
come persons, they'll reject it 
as something shoved off on the 
poor that’s not good enough for 
the middle class, and the middle 
class may refuse it for being 
housing designed for the poor. 
But. Katz said, if it is market­ 
ed 
first 
to 
middle 
income 
groups, they will accept it, and 
lower income families will ac­ 
cept it later as standard and not 
something passed off on the 
poor. 
Some designers and builders 
have still undertaken cost-sav­ 
ing steps hi conventionally built 
homes. 


A group of men in .Cham­ 
paign, 111., worked with the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois’ Small Homes 
Council to develop an inexpen­ 
sive test home by pulling togetb 
er in one package as many of 
the already-known cost cutting 
methods as they could. 
On a nonprofit basis, a three- 
bedroom frame home with one 
l ath, kitchen and living room 
will be sold for $14,100. A four- 
bedroom version will sell for 
$14,600 and a larger four-bed­ 
room model will sell at $16,100. 
The house was designed to 
standard sizes wherever possi­ 
ble to avoid using excess lum­ 
ber. It is built on a slab floor, 
has no closet doors and no win­ 
dows on the ends. But it meets 
FHA requirements, is fully insu­ 
lated, has storm windows and a 
more than 
minimum 
heating 
plant. 
But tile economy of cost sav­ 
ings can be questionable at 
times. 
One West Coast builder erect­ 
ed a 924-square foot, two-bed­ 
room house in an attempt to de­ 
liver a low cost home. It cost 
$9.95 a square foot to construct 
and sold for $23,995. 
But in the same development, 


he built a four-bedroom, 1,323- 
square foot house for $8.12 a 
square foot and sold it for 
$26,995. Thus, by spending 12.5 
per cent more, the buyer could 
get 43 per cent more living 
area. 
Another 
California 
builder, 
Harry Elliott, designed a three- 
bedroom, I Vi-bath house that 
sells for $19,500. 
Elliott brought down the price 
of the house with such cost-sav­ 
ing steps as slab floors ($585), 
studs on 24-inch instead of 16- 
inch spacing ($50-60), asphalt 
shingles ($450), a cheaper kitch­ 
en range ($125) and simple ceil­ 
ing design with no fireplace 
($500). 
The 
house 
was planned to 
qualify for HUD’s so-called 235 
program—a mortgage 
inetrest 
subsidy plan that helps families 
with modest incomes—usually 
slightly above public housing 
limits—get 
into 
their 
own 
homes. The amount of the mort­ 
gage interest paid by the gov­ 
ernment varies, depending on 
family size and Income. 
By the beginning of the year, 
HUD said, 26,054 buyers had 
qualified for the program. One 
family that has qualified since 


then is the Newlons of Denver, 
Colo.

Mrs. George Barnes presented 
the history and geography of 
the country of Jordan before the 
Monday Club as it met in the 
Pickaway 
County 
Historical 
rooms on Monday evening. The 
title of her discussion was “ New 
and Ancient, Green and Par­ 
ched.” 
In part, Mrs. Barnes stated 
that the land of Jordan can be 
traced back to the Stone Age, 
then through many thousands of 
years up to the birth of Christ. 
It is still very much in the news 
of today. 
Jordan is located in south­ 
western Asia with an estimated 
population of 2.2 million. Its 
climate 
is very 
hot 
in the 
summer, yet winter can be very 
cold with deep snow in the hills. 
Various 
Arabic 
dialects 
are 
spoken. There is a great variety 
of physical types but Eastern 
Mediterranean features tend to 
predominate. 
The 
principle 
religions are Islam (94 per cent) 
and Christianity (6 per cent). 
Amman, the capital of Jor­ 
dan, is built on a series of hills 
abd valleys. It is the com­ 
mercial heart of the country 
and provides a modern shopping 
center, with a small market 
place catering to the needs of 
the desert dwellers. 
Much of the country is very 
hilly and it was in this region 
that Bishop Pike lost his life. 
The hills end at the bottom of 
the valley of the Jordan river 
which is like a deep trough 90 
miles 
long. 
Lot,, 
who

Abraham's nephew, chose it as 
the most favored land. Because 
of the river’s many associations 
with Christ s life, it symbolises 
cleanliness 
and 
purity. 
The 
Mount of Olives is the high 
ridge east of Jerusalem and bas 
been the eastern outlook of all 
who have lived here from the 
time of Abraham to the present.

southern California tracks, fol­ 
lowing the Sports Car Associa­ 
tion of A m erica southwest cir­ 
cuit. 
Hollomon, a 31-y ear-old Phoe­ 
nix lum ber executive, is m od­ 
estly 
predicting 
the 
ca r will 
revolutionize some aspects of 
auto racing. 
“ Som ewhere 
out 
there 
are 
10,000 guy s who’d love to go 
racing,” 
he 
say s, 
“ but they 
don’t think they can do it be­ 
cause they don’t have all the 
tools and skills to m ake regular 
rac e c a rs .” 
Not so a wood car, Hollomon 
asserts. “ It could be duplicated 
and packaged like a model air­ 
plane kit. You can put this to­ 
gether with space-age glues and 
a few screw s.” 
I t’s also cheaper. Hollomon 
spent 
two 
y ears 
and 
$2,500 
working on the car, including 


the tim e and effort devoted to 
trial and error in experim enta­ 
tion. 
But, working with his plans, 
he estim ates the car could be 
duplicated 
for 
$1,500. 
That's 
com pared to conventional “ D” 
rac ers that can cost in excess 
of $5,000. 
Repairs can be made with a 
saw, glue and quick trip to the 
lum ber store. 
“ If its as successful as we 
think, any one can buy himself 
some wood and a saw and build 
his own race c a r,” say s Hollo­ 
mon.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—Sports 
cars made of tubular steel, 
aluminum and fiber glass will 
face an unusual challenge here 
this weekend at Phoenix Inter­ 
national Raceway.

cuit. 
Hollomon, a 31-year-old Pboe 
nix lumber executive, is mod­ 
estly predicting the car will 
revolutionize some aspects of 
auto racing. 
“Somewhere out there are 
10,000 guys who’d love to go 
racing,” he says, “ but they 
don’t think they can do it be­ 
cause they don’t have all the 
tools and skills to make regular 
race cars.” 
Not so a wood car, Hollomon 
asserts. “It could be duplicated 
and packaged like a model air­ 
plane kit. You can put this to­ 
gether with space-age glues and 
a few screws.” 
It’s also cheaper. Hollomon 
spent two years 
and $2,500 
working on the car, including 


the time and effort devoted to 
trial and error in experimenta­ 
tion. 
But, working with his plans. 
he estimates the car could be 
duplicated 
for $1,500., That’s 
compared to conventional “D” 
racers that can cost in excess 
of $5,000. 
Repairs can be made with a 
saw, glue and quick trip to the 
lumber store. 
“ lf its as successful as we 
think, anyone can buy himself 
some wood and a saw and build 
his own race car,” says Hollo­ 
mon.
